Contrary  to  a  rumor  that  has  circulated  through 
the  LDS  Church  and  the  BYU  campus,  the  Federaf 
Communications  Commission  has  no  intention  of 
banning  religious  broadcasting  in  America. 

The  FCC  receives  thousands  of  letters  a  day  in 
opposition  to  a  petition  that  is  supposed  to  be  aimed 
at  halting  the  broadcast  of  gospel  programs,  said 
Martha  Contee,  assistant  consumer  specialist  with 
the  FCC.  “I  wish  we  had  some  way  of  slowing  down 
all  the  mail  that  comes  in  to  us,”  she  said. 

Many  of  the  petitions  and  fliers  that  have  come 
through  Utah  Valley  say  Madalyn  Murray  O’Hair, 
who  “successfully  eliminated  the  use  of  Bible  read¬ 
ing  and  prayer  from  all  public  schools,”  is  the  main 
proponent  behind  the  petition  to  stop  the  broad¬ 
casts. 

Contee  said  a  petition,  RM-2493,  was  filed  ii 


licenses  be  issued  to  any  non-commercial  group.” 

Contee  said  this  petition  was  denied  by  the  FCC 
in  1975,  but  angry  letters  and  petitions  have  been 
flooding  in  ever  since. 

The  Daily  Universe  published  an  article  March 
13, 1979,  stating  that  according  to  Authur  L.  Gins- 
burg,  chief  of  the  Complaints  and  Compliance  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Broadcast  Bureau,  the  FCC  had  already 
received  more  than  8  million  pieces  of  mail  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  controversial  petition. 

Craig  Hulet,  director  of  English  productions  at 
Bonneville  Corp.,  said  the  whole  issue  with  the 
FCC  and  religious  broadcasting  is  “just  another 
one  of  those  Mormon  rumors.  ”  He  said  the  idea  gets 
circulated  by  ward  organizations  and  other  con¬ 
cerned  groups. 

Although  the  rumor  seems  to  be  spread  through¬ 
out  the  LDS  Church,  the  problem  is  not  confined  to

Twelve  ballots  are  used  in  the  voting 
process  and  the  names  of  candidates  are 
listed  in  different  order  on  each,  he  said. 

Because  the  mistakes  were  not  on  all  12 
ballots,  he  said  he  does  not  think  many  of 
the  ballots  with  errors  made  it  through  the 
voting  process. 

He  said  if  a  student  planned  to  vote  for  a 
certain  candidate,  he  would  have  noticed 
any  mistake  and  asked  about  it.  “If  it  was 
just  a  matter  of  flipping  coins,  the  name 
didn’t  matter  anyway.” 

Widtfeldt  said  when  a  mistake  was  disc¬ 
overed  and  reported  to  a  worker  at  the 
voting  table,  it  was  relayed  to  the  other 
tables,  and  the  mistake  was  corrected. 

The  athletfrs  vice  presi'deritial  Candi¬ 
date  involved  said  he  would  take  no  action 


against  the  elections  committee.  He  said  if 
he  does  not  make  it  to  the  final  elections,  it 
will  not  be  because  of  the  mistakes  on  the 
ballots. 

The  presidential  candidate  said  he 
would  see  how  the  primaries  go,  and  if  he 
and  his  running  mate  lose  in  the  primaries 
and  think  the  ballot  mistake  caused  the 
loss,  then  they  will  consider  court  action. 

Widtfeldt  said  there  were  no  official 
write-in  ballots  available  Wednesday,  be¬ 
cause  there  was  no  indication  there  would 
be  any  write-in  candidates.  However, 
there  were  a  few  votes  for  write-in  candi¬ 
dates  that  were  recorded  on  a  piece  of 
paper  since  there  were  no  write-in  ballots. 

Widtfeldt  said  there  will  be  official 
write-in  ballots  today. 

There  were  other  minor  problems  at  the 
voting  tables  like  pencils  running  out  and 
students  having  to  use  their  own,  he  said.

Rivers  rising  toward  record  flood  levels  forced 
massive  evacuations  Wednesday  in  the  Midwest, 
where  more  than  10,000  people  are  homeless  and 
others  are  marooned  in  neighborhoods  surrounded 
by  water. 

About  7,900  evacuees  are  residents  of  the  three- 
river  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  where  President 
Reagan  donned  rubber  boots  Tuesday  and  briefly 
joined  a  sandbag  brigade.  The  president  praised 
the  volunteer  workers  as  “the  spirit  of  America,” 
but  has  not  yet  offered  federal  aid. 

With  the  worst  believed  yet  to  come  4n  Fort 
Wayne,  a  city  of  170,000  in  the  northeastern  comer 
of  the  state,  crews  were  sandbagging  eight  miles  of 
dikes  and  officials  opened  seven  more  Red  Cross 
emergency  shelters,  bringing  the  total  to  11. 

Fearing  the  city  would  be  divided  into  six  iso¬ 
lated  communities,  officials  closed  all  schools  and 
said  emergency  command  posts  would  be  set  up  at 
fire  stations  in  each  of  the  six  areas. 

School  buses  were  put  to  work  transporting  eva¬ 


cuees  and  volunteers  working  on  the  dikes. 

Water  was  spilling  over  the  sandbags  in  the 
Lakeside  area  where  Reagan  made  his  unscheduled 
visit  Monday.  Fire  Capt.  Robert  McCaffrey  and 
others  were  going  door  to  door  urging  residents  to 
get  out. 

Fire  trucks  patrolled  the  streets,  police  cars 
blocked  off  intersections  and  everywhere  residents 
carried  what  they  could  to  cars  piled  high  with 
boxes  and  clothing. 

Firefighter  Larry  Fisher  said,  “At  noon,  we’re 
going  to  shut  off  the  gas  and  electricity  to  each  of 
these  houses.  But  most  people  are  gone  anyway.  If 
they  don’t  go,  there’s  not  much  we  can  do.” 

The  flooding  in  Indiana,  Ohio  and  southern 
Michigan  since  the  weekend  has  caused  damage 
estimated  at  $34  million. 

Tornadoes  touched  down  in  several  communities 
of  eastern  Kentucky;  causing  limited  damage. 

Heavy  thunderstorms  over  much  of  Georgia 
spawned  a  small  tornado  that  caused  exterior  dam¬ 
age  to  an  office  building  in  southeastern  Atlanta.

BYU  has  been  described  as  “A  Uni¬ 
versity  Without  Trouble”  by  the  U.S. 
News  and  World  Report,  “A  Campus 
of  Peace  and  Patriotism”  by  the  Los 
Angeles  Times,  “The  Zoo”  by  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Utah  students,  but  who  de¬ 
cided  BYU  was  the  “Harvard  of  the 
West”? 

BYU  should  not  be  compared  to 
Harvard,  according  to  Dr.  Noel 
Reynolds,  associate  academic  vice 
president  for  university  studies  and 
religious  instruction.  “No  administra¬ 
tor  has  referred  to  BYU  as  Harvard 
of  the  West.  It  is  not  seen  as  a  virtue 
to  imitate  another  university.” 

Reynolds  claims  BYU’s  mission  is 
not  the  same  as  Harvard’s,  although 
BYU  is  doing  as  well  as  or  better  than 
any  of  its  sister  institutions  in  Utah  in 
professional  and  general  education. 

College  guide 

The  New  York  Times  has  published 
a  book  titled  “The  New  York  Times’ 
Selective  Guide  to  Colleges,”  which 
evaluates  the  academic  level,  social 
atmosphere  and  quality  of  life  in  265 
schools.  Each  school  is  rated  by  a  star 
system,  with  five  stars  being  the 
highest  honor  in  each  of  the  three 
categories. 

Overall  academic  quality  of  the  in¬ 
stitution  is  based  on  criteria  like  the 
range  of  course  offerings,  level  of 
teaching  and  research,  academic  abil¬ 
ity  of  students  and  quality  of  library 
and  other  facilities. 

The  category  of  social  life  is  judged 
on  the  amount  of  social  life  readily 
available.  “A  four  or  five  is  somewhat 
of  a  party  school,  while  a  one  or  two 
consists  of  a  student  body  full  of 
nerds,”  the  Times  said. 

Quality  of  life 

The  quality  of  life  refers  to  the  uni¬ 
versity  as  a  whole.  The  authors  say 
schools  with  “good  academic  creden¬ 
tials  and  plenty  of  social  life  may  not, 
for  other  reasons,  be  particularly 
worthwhile  places  to  spend  four 
years.” 

BYU  received  three  stars  for 
academics,  three  for  social  life  and 
four  for  the  quality  of  life.  Harvard, 
generally  considered  to  be  the  best  in 
higher  education,  tied  with  13  other 
universities  for  third  place  with  a  tot¬ 
al  of  12  stars.  Harvard  received  five 
stars  for  academics,  three  for  social 
life  and  four  for  the  quality  of  life. 

No  perfect  scores 

No  school  received  a  perfect  15; 
Brown,  Stanford  and  Virginia  tied  for 
first  with  14  stars. 


Three  stars  are  considered  average 
for  every  category,  but  according  to 
the  authors  of  the  book,  “A  quality  of 
life  rating  higher  than  either  of  the 
other  two  is  our  way  of  signaling  that 
there  is  something  special  about  this 
institution  that  may  warrant  a  closer 
look.” 

The  authors  said  the  “all- 
American”  BYU  is  “first  and  fore¬ 
most,  a  university  that  knows  what  it 
stands  for.  The  combination  of  the  so¬ 
cial  code  and  the  tightness  of  the  com¬ 
munity  can  make  the  school  seem  a 
little  unreal  and  isolated  from  the  rest 
of  the  world,  but  most  students  see 
this  as  a  small  price  to  pay  for  an 
education  that  will  serve  them  all 
their  lives  and  then  some.” 

About  Harvard,  the  book  claims: 
“Sometimes  the  matchless  resources 
and  extraordinary  personalities  you 
encounter  will  remind  you  of  where 
you  are.  Other  times  it  will  be  the 
virtual  neglect  of  undergraduates  and 
their  education  that  alerts  you.” 

U  of  U  average 

The  University  of  Utah  received 
three  stars  for  academics,  three  for 
social  and  three  for  quality  of  life. 
“The  most  visible  split  in  the  student 
body  is  between  the  gentiles,  who 
drink  and  ski  on  weekends,  and  the 
Mormons,  who  go  to  church,”  the 
Times  said. 

According  to  Reynolds,  “The 
prophets  have  challenged  BYU  presi¬ 
dents  to  fulfill  a  destiny  of  scholarly 
excellence.”  Therefore,  Harvard,  be¬ 
cause  of  its  scholastic  reputation, 
comes  to  everyone’s  mind  as  an  in¬ 
stitution  to  compare  with,  and  the 
phrase  Harvard  of  the  West  is  used. 

Reynolds  said  administrations  of 
the  past  have  made  significant  prog¬ 
ress  toward  the  destiny  of  scholarly 
excellence.  “President  Dallin  Oaks 
brought  a  renewed  emphasis  to  the 
academic  mission  of  the  university,” 
he  said. 

President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland  has 
raised  the  consideration  of  academic 
excellence  to  a  higher  level  with  in¬ 
tensive  college  and  program  reviews 
to  help  academic  units  understand 
better  their  university  mission,  he 
said. 

Harvard  is  primarily  a  graduate  in¬ 
stitution,  and  its  small  undergraduate 
program  is  strictly  limited  to  the 
liberal  arts.  On  the  other  hand,  BYU 
is  primarily  an  undergraduate  institu¬ 
tion  with  92  percent  of  its  under¬ 
graduates  enrolled  in  the  applied  arts 
and  applied  sciences,  he  said. 

“The  liberal  arts  program  at  BYU 
probably  does  not  yet  measure  up  to 


the  standard  of  Harvard  and  some 
other  liberal  arts  schools,”  he  said. 

Reynolds  said,  “It  is  important  to 
maintain  quality  graduate  work  in 
order  to  attract  a  high  quality  faculty 
and  provide  essential  resources  to 
undergraduate  students,  but  BYU 
will  continue  its  primary  commitment 
to  undergraduate  studies.” 

Most  students  agree  that  BYU 
should  not  be  compared  to  Harvard. 

“Harvard’s  classes  are  lectures 


given  by  big-name  professors  who 
specialize  in  a  field.  You  don’t  have  a 
lot  of  contact  with  the  professor, 
while  you  can  at  BYU,”  said  John 
Barlow,  a  junior  from  Eugene,  Ore., 
majoring  in  English,  who  attended 
Harvard  as  a  freshman.  “Also,  much 
more  is  expected  from  the  students  at 
Harvard,  and  the  students  see  their 
classes  as  a  new  experience.”

The  event  helps  engineering  students  gain  valu¬ 
able  experience  by  giving  them  the  opportunity  of 
working  with  engineering  firms  throughout  Utah, 
said  Dr.  Ken  Chase,  faculty  adviser  for  the  BYU 
student  chapter  of  the  American  Society  of  Mecha¬ 
nical  Engineers.

Four  years  of  controversy  came  to 
an  end  Tuesday  night  when  the  Utah 
County  Planning  Commission 
approved  a  new  65-lot  subdivision 
north  of  Alpine. 

The  commission  granted  final 
approval  for  Alpine  Cove,  a  develop¬ 
ment  planned  by  William  N.  Jones, 
and  Morris  Stuart. 

The  controversy  began  when  the 
developers  asked  for  county  approval 
four  years  ago  after  Alpine  City 
annexed  the  63  acres. 

Lehi  City  officials  dissapproved  of 
the  location  of  the  development  be¬ 
cause  the  water  line  for  Lehi  would 


run  through  the  subdivision. 

Jones  and  Stuart  then  ordered  a 
study  of  roads  and  drainage  for  the 
area.  This  study  was  presented  to  the 
planning  commission  and  accepted. 

The  developers  presented  a  letter 
from  Lehi  officials  during  Tuesday’s 
meeting  specifying  the  conditions 
they  felt  would  be  acceptable  to  pro¬ 
tect  Lehi’s  water  from  contamination. 

In  other  action,  an  amended  plan 
for  BYU’s  Aspen  Grove  Family  Camp 
was  approved  on  the  conditions  that 
no  more  dwellings  or  sleeping  apart¬ 
ments  be  built.  Sanitation  conditi- 
tions  were  also  specified.

Works  in  this  year’s  14th  annual  Mormon  F  estiv¬ 
al  of  Arts  Exhibition  include  more  subtle  tones  and 
softer,  more  delicate  values  than  those  appearing  in 
past  shows,  said  J.  Clyff  Allen,  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center  gallery  director. 

However,  he  said,  the  pieces  still  carry  a  strong 
impact  for  those  who  take  the  time  to  notice  them. 

The  exhibition  will  run  through  March  from  8 
a.m.  to  5  p.m.  Mondays  through  Fridays  in  the 
HFAC  Secured  Gallery  and  from  8  a.m.  to  10  p.m. 
daily  in  the  B.F.  Larsen  Gallery. 

An  opening  reception  will  be  from  7  to  9  p.m. 
today  in  the  Secured  Gallery.  Awards  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  at  7:80  p.m. 

LDS  artists 

The  art  work  was  selected  from  more  than  435 
pieces  submitted  by  LDS  artists  from  throughout 
the  United  States. 

“The  festival  is  also  traditionally  supported  by 
some  LDS  artists  from  Canada,  South  America, 
Germany  and  Italy,”  Allen  said. 

Allen  said  three  professional  artists  are  em¬ 
ployed  to  select  the  most  outstanding  pieces  and  to 
make  certain  that  each  type  of  art  is  carefully  consi¬ 
dered. 

Allen  suggested  those  viewing  the  works  should 
look  at  each  piece  more  carefully  than  they  might 
have  in  the  past. 

“Be  especially  open-minded;  do  not  avoid  par¬ 
ticular  pieces  or  techniques  that  are  not  appreci¬ 
ated  immediately,  but  rather  nurture  an  inquisi¬ 
tiveness  about  the  art  in  the  exhibition,”  he  said. 

Allen  said  he  feels  many  gallery  visitors  hurry 
past  the  works  of  art  they  do  not  understand. 

Familiar  ideas 

“Because  people  are  generally  comfortable  only 
with  the  ideas  they  grew  up  with,  the  new  or  un¬ 
familiar  seems  to  be  looked  at  with  skepticism  and 
is  not  readily  accepted,”  he  said. 

Negative  labels  are  often  attached  to  those  rep¬ 
resenting  a  contemporary  flavor,  he  explained. 

Allen  said  artists  often  purposely  use  this  style  to 
convey  particular  feelings  or  moods,  and  artists’ 
personal  observations  are  often  portrayed  through 
introspective  symbols. 

Innocent  fumblings 

“These  artists1  may  be  trying  to  recapture  the 
innocent  fumblings  of  the  artisans  of  colonial  Amer¬ 
ica  as  a  way  of  protesting  the  noncommittal  attitude 
of  their  own  society,”  Allen  said. 

Viewers  who  visit  the  gallery  should  be  prepared 
to  spend  enough  time  to  decipher  the  artists’  own 
language,  he  said.  “It  is  through  this  complex  and 
sophisticated  device  that  artists  mirror  the  world 
and  our  relationship  to  it.”

It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  The  Daily  Universe  that 
several  of  the  presidential  platforms  contain  false  or  misleading  in¬ 
formation.

Extramural  sports  (volleyball,  skiing, 
ice  hockey,  rugby,  etc.)  are  completely  out  of  student  government 
control. 

It  may  be  that  this  team  intends  to  add  some  new  direction  to 
programs  that  are  presently  operated  by  the  College  of  Physical 
Education.  If  our  student  government  does  have  any  control  at  all,  it 
certainly  wouldn’t  be  in  this  area. 

This  same  team  said  it  would  re-evaluate  the  add/drop  deadlines. 
According  to  Bigger,  the  program  was  just  re-evaluated  by  a  universi¬ 
ty  committee. 

Another  presidential  team  said  it  would  provide  a  student  babysit¬ 
ter  service.  But,  according  to  Bigger,  the  Married  Student  Association 
already  provides  a  sitter  service. 

Maybe  this  new  babysitter  service  would  be  directed  by  these 
candidates,  if  elected,  and  housed  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  ELWC. 

A  student  grievance  board  was  included  in  the  platform  of  another 
presidential  team.  And  a  student  grievance  board  is  a  nice  idea,  but 
with  one  already  being  created  under  the  direction  of  ASBYU,  who 
needs  another  one?

There  is  no  disgrace  in  being  rich,  but  many  rich  people  are 
a  disgrace  to  mankind  because  of  their  lack  of  concern  for 
others.  Many  self-claimed  humanitarians  have  done  more 
to  dehumanize  the  common  man  than  any  other  force  in 
our  society,  because  they  have  instituted  practices  which 
have  taken  away  man’s  sense  of  human  dignity. 

As  a  child  I  grew  up  under  conditions  which  would  be 
considered  by  some  people  today  as  poverty-stricken.  We 
didn’t  have  much,  but  there  was  one  thing  we  had  that  is 
missing  in  thousands  of  families  today,  and  that  was  a  , 
sense  of  human  dignity.  This  was  because  we  provided  for 
ourselves  and  struggled  to  do  our  part  in  the  community  in 
which  we  lived.
